emerge thus far in the picture. 

Durning was appointed to his cur- 
rent position April 21, 1983, by 
President Roosevelt, and was reap 
pointed July.1, 1987. According to 
information obtained at the S E C 
offices here, he is or was a mem- 
ber of the Wall Street brokerage 
firm of Moore & Schley. One of the 
partners, Kenneth B. Schley, tes- 
tified that on May 15, 1935, he made 
a partnership loan to Richard Whit- 
ney, for three months, of $128,800 
worth of stock; that, in spite of 
repeated demands, the broker failed 
to return the securities, and that 
they were caught in the Whitney 
crash. 


Schley named Durning as one of 
the partners who was eloquent in 
“dunning” Whitney for the restitu- 
tion of the stock, and indicated that 
the Collector of the Port had good 
reason, as early as last November, 
to suspect that Richard Whitney 
& Co. was bankrupt. He is to be

one of the brokers who” distin- 
guished himself by refusing to lend 
money to Whitney during. the last 
days of his career, the SE C will 
virtually complete the record of 
evidence on which it will base a 
detailed summary and finding in 
the Whitney case, to be made pub- 
lic on an indefinite future date. 
The keystone of this record is a 
voluminous report, bristling with 
thousands of figures, which was 
compiled by the auditing staff of 
the S E C regional office in New 
York, after seven weeks of arduous 
exploration in the jungle of Rich- 
ard Whitney's affairs. Their sched- 
ules are thought to form the most 
definitive map of that region which 
is likely to become available for 
some time to come.

According to Dewey’s statement, 
Richard Whitney & Co., with a net 
deficit of working capital amount- 
ing to $950,000, was “hopelessly in- 
solvent” on June 30, 1931, when the 
latest partnership agreement was 
signed; and failed on last March $ 
with firm liabilities and unpaid 
personal loans of Richard Whitney 
totaling $6,338,500. The broker’s 
earliest misuse of customer securi- 
ties, according to this authority, 
occurred June 6, 1932, and consisted 
of an “over night” hypothecation 
of Sheldon Estate prdperties. 

- § E C Finding Different. 

The S E C accountants, on the 
contrary found that Richard Whit- 
‘ney & Co. on June 30, 1931, was 
solvent by $393,804; that the com- 
bined deficit in Whitney's personal 
and firm obligations on March §&, 
1938, was $5,662,343; and that his

On April 3, 1935, the auditors 
report, Whitney appears for the 
first time to have got into his own 
hands 205 stock certificates of the 
Corporation Trust of New York and 
43 stock certificates of the Corpo- 
ration Trust of New Jersey.

On May 12, 1980, Whitney for the wd

species of business.” Just six days 
earlier, on May 6, the S E C audit 
shows, the broker committed his 
first embezzlement of securities 
from the New York Yacht Club, of 
which he was treeasurer. 

He pledged them unlawfully to 
secure a loan of $145,000 from the 
Harriman National Bank. From 
that date until July 31, 1931, the 
record discloses, these securities 
were 11 times in and out of loans 
at the Harriman bank and the 
Corn Exchange Bank Trust Co. His 
final hypothecation of the property, 
on Jan. 26 of this year, led to one 
of two charges of grand larceny to 
which he pleaded guilty, and for 
which he was sentenced to Sing 
Sing. The Harriman Bank failed 
in 1933, resulting in the trial, con- 
viction and Federal imprisonment 
of its president, Joseph Wright Har- 


4 Professor of Borrowing. 

This audit, reinforced by testi- 
mony in the case, indicates Ahat 
Richard Whitney was probably the 
greatest professor of the art and 
mystery of borrowing money to 
flourish recently in Wall Street. One 
of the schedules reveals that since 
1930 he obtained loans in ee gh 
say nothing of his borrowings 
securities—totaling $17,605 000. Of 
this he repaid $13,804,000. It ap- 
pears, therefore, that by making a 
career of borrowing, by mere dint 
of incessantly kiting large loans 
from Bank to bank and from cred- 
itor to creditor, he was $3,936,000 
ahead of the game when he failed. 


This “profit’ was almost exactly 


balanced by investments which he, 
the Street’s foremost expert on 
stocks and bonds, poured into wild-

His Way With Great Banks. 

To the four things which Solo-

banks, During tne last two years, 
Whitney . himself testified, he 
formed the’ habit of obtaining 
$100,000 at a time on his mere 
note from the Marine Midland 
Trust Co., despite a general rule 
in the financial district that banks 
shall not make unsecured loans 
to brokers. In all, he borrowed §$2,- 
225,000 from this bank. His last 
unsecured loan of $100,000 from the 
Marine Midland went down in the 
crash, 

When securities were exacted, he 
proved a master of the science of 
obtaining substantial loans on 
worthless collateral. The record 
states that between May 19, 1937, 
and Jan. 10, 1938, he was able to 
borrow a total of $435,000 from four 
large New York banks on stock in 
the Alpha Co. and an earlier Fior- 
ida Humus Co., both of which were 
defunct arfd the stock of which was 
listed in current reference books as 
“without value.” :

Exchange, held on March 8 securi- 
ties of greater value than its two 
loans of $100,000 and $45,000.

The Chemical Bank & Trust Co. 
was caught with a loan of $200,000 
and collateral of $131,250—a loss of 
$68,750. The Manufacturers Trust 
Co. suffered a deficit of $125,000 on 
a loan of that amount, since the 
worth of its collateral is described 
as “unknown.” The National City 
Bank is stated to have lost $21,750 
on a loan of $225,000. Through defi- 
ciency of collateral, the New York 
Trust Co. lost $167,563 on three 
loans « totaling $617,500. Among 
brokerage firms, Callaway, Fish & 
<o. is declared to have been left 
with a collateral deficiency of $68,- 
000 on a loan of $200,000; E. F. Hut- 
ton & Co., $14,500 on an advance of 
$53,000; and E. A. Pierce & Co., 
$24,000 on a loan of $52,000. Four 
of the loans were made during Jan- 
uary, February and March of this 
year. 

From 13 Different Banks. 

The list of Whitney’s cash bor- 
rowings since 1930 shows that he 
obtained $11,350,000 during that pe- 
tiod from 13 different banks, of!

He wil] address a children’s gath- 
ering at 8:30 a. m. and a labor 
rally at noon. In past May day 
speeches he has preached solidar- 
ity of labor and of the nation, em- 
phasizing abolition of class con- 
flicts. 

The Chancellor today proclaimed 
amnesty for members of the party 
charged with offenses committed 
against party rules prior to April 
10. All-party court proceedings are 
conducted secretly and the number 
of Nazis affected by the decree or 
the nature of their offenses was 
not disclosed. 

Hitler also ordered discrimination 
halted against party members who 
formerly were Free Masons unless 
they held the highest masonic de- 


grees. 
The Fuehrer proclaimed the am- 
nesty in commemoration of union 


of Germany and Austria, effected 
March 13. 

He also created a new decora- 
tion in the form of a commemora- 
tive medal to be awarded to per- 
sons for conspicuous services in 
connection with the union.

however, is obviously in a differ- 
ent category from St. Louis. The 
same may be said of New York 
and Philadelphia. They support 
the de luxe orchestras of the world 
and it is to be expected that they 
would pay their conductors more. 
The Pittsburgh orchestra, however, 
should rank lower if anything. That 
city has about the same population 
as St. Louis but its musical tradi- 
tion is not-so old and its orchestra 
was organized only last year. But 
in order to obtain the services of 
Fritz Reiner, whose adaptability 
to the Pittsburgh public is still to 
be determined, the Pittsburgh di- 
rectors had to offer him $30,000 a 
year in his first contract. ° 

Other cities with orchestras of 
the same rank as St. Louis are 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Detroit, Min- 
neapolis, Chicago, San Francisco, 
and Los Angeles. Of these only one 
pays its conductor less than St. 
Louis. All others pay the same or 
more. Obviously then, according 
to the only standard that has any 
economic validity $30,000 is not an 
excessive figure for a conductor 
who is an established success in 
his community and who is begin- 
ning his eighth year of service.

ON THE SUBJECT of whether 
any conductor is worth so much 
money much can be said pro and 
contra. A year’s pay for Golsch- 
man is more money than Mozart 
had in his whole life. On the other 
hand, it is much less than Nelson 
Eddy makes for one month’s work. 
Interpretive artists—that is, sing- 
ers and virtuoso instrumentalists 
—receive, in general, much greater 
reward from the public than the 
creative artists who furnish the 
music to be sung or played. Com- 
posers have a notoriously hard 
time of it. These injustices, un- 
fortunately, are not peculiar to the 
Tealm of music as everybody 
knows. A prize fighter is paid 
more than the President of. the 
United States and the dewiest and 
most inconspicuous starlet in Holly- 
wood pays her agent more than the 
United States pays its major-gen- 
erals. So one gets nowhere rapidly 
by bringing in such comparisons. 
Persons who have an idealistic 
view of music feel—and properly 
so—that music would be better off 
if artists accepted it a way of 
life rather than a m of getting 
rich, But since idealism of that 
sort is not possible in a competi-

The dish did 
not originate in New Orleans; it 
made its debut in or about Mar- 
seilles, Fratice. All along the Rivi- 
era boillabaisse is featured on the 
menus of every little and big res- 
taurant I visited. Bouillabaise is a 
fish and shellfish stew. It’s not so 
difficult to prepare, but it does con- 
tain ever so many ingredients, par- 
ticularly herbs and spices. 

A few years ago I received a let- 
ter from a woman who wanted the 
recipe for bouillabaisse. She said 
that with her husband, they stopped 
at several places along the French 
Riviera and enjoyed the bouilla- 
baisse very much, Well, anyway, I 


|sent the recipe to her. 


About a week later I got a reply 
and she went on to say that she jot- 
ted down the list of seasonings, such 
as tarragon, saffron, basil paprika, 
cayenne, t e, sage, etc., and went 
to her gr to make the purchase 
of these herbs and spices. The gro- 
cer looked over the list and became 
somewhat puzzled. He apologized 
and informed the woman he did 
not carry the items on her list, but 
suggested that she might get them 
down at the corner drug store, The 
druggist read the items carefully 
and after hesitating a short time, 
told her in all seriousness, “Madame, 
I cannot fill this order; but what I 
really think you need is a mustard 
plaster.”

é¢°m HERE probably is no dis- 
T case around which so many 
misleading statements have 


says Dr. Hudson in the 
British Journal] of Tuberculosis. He 
cites the following false proverbs: 


“The blood comes from the back 
of the throat.” Patients who have 
spit blood are told this two or 
three times with the idea that it 
will clear them up and, of course, 
sometimes the blood. does come 
from the back of the throat, but 
by far the most common cause of 
blood-spitting is tuberculosis of the 
lungs, even though it may be in an 
early stage and capable of cure. 


“You should be cured in the place 
where you will have to live.” This 
has a superficial air of common. 
sense; but it is easy to see that the 
patient should be placed in those 
circumstances where healing can 
best take place. By “healing” is 
meant the formation of fibrous tis- 
sue and the shutting off of the dis- 
eased areas of the lung. There is 
no reason why a lung that has been 
healed in one part of the world 
should break down when a patient 
returns to another. Of course, it 
is true that people go to climates 
such as Colorado and make a rapid 
apparent recovery. They do not 
realize that their cure is not com- 
plete, and when they do return to 
their own homes they are likely to 
break down again. 


“You can be cured just as well 
on a balcony at home as in a cli- 
mate.” If this applies to large in- 
dustrial towns as well as country 
places, it is not true; The smoke- 
laden air of towns can hardly be 
compared with the pure, thin, invig- 
orating air of a mountain climate. 
Economic considerations enter in, 
and it should be said that with rest 
and a nourishing diet, there is hope 
for recovery anywhere, even though 
it be not an ideal climate, 


“You should not go to an ailti- 
tude if you have a weak heart.” 
Young people, even wtih organic 
heart disease, do not suffer in a 
high altitude. I have known many 
patients who have gone to an alti-' 
tude of more than 3000 feet in fear 
and trembling and have been 
amazed to find that they have be-

The Reich Sports Field, with its 
huge arenas, stadia and fields, was 
inaugurated on the occasion of the 
Olympic games in 1936. The field 
is dominated by the bell tower ris- 
ing to a height of 248 feet and sur- 
mounted by the Olympia bell, which 
weighs more than 20 tons. 

Guides and interpreters are nu- 
merous in Berlin, with a great 
many students functioning in this 
capacity. Policemen with a knowl- 
edge of foreign languages may be 
found in railway stations and cen- 
tral - points, wearing armbands 
marked with the name of the lan- 
guage spoken. Special cab stands 
for foreigners are also maintained 
near railway stations.

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England Proceeding to Nationalize 
Country's Great Coal Industry

LONRON, April 30. 
HE House of Commons: has just passed 
Te coal bill previding for the purcliase 
of all the: coal: deposits of Great Britain 
from the private dwners for $332,250,000. 
The bill has now gone to the House of 
Lords and their lordships are expected to 
give it their approval. ‘When that has been 
done, the first half of the step will have 
been taken toward the complete nationaliza- 
tion of the coal industry of this country. 

The sum to be paid was determined by a 
special legal tribunal after the Government 
and the coal owners had failed 10 agree upon 
a figure. The tribunal estimated the net 
annual royalty payments to the coal owners’ 
by the coal mining companies to be $22,- 
150,000 and the total to be paid the owners 
was then worked out at 15 years’ purchase 
of that annual royalty. The coal owners 
agreed in ateance to accept the decision ees 
the tribunal. 

The'-coal ‘bill creates a Coal Commission 
which is to be the administrator of the coal’ 
resources ‘Of the country’ after they have 
been purchased. The chairman and four 
other members of the commission will be 
appointed by the Board: of Trade. The com- 
mission is empowered to issue stock to a 
total value of $382,250, 000 for the purchase 
of the coal, the additional $56,000,000 being 
to cover extra expenses which may, be in- 
volved.

New York’s Mayor Not Afraid of Amending 
Constitution to Re-define Property and _ 
7 State Rights.

HEN Mayor Fiorello LaGuardia of New York rode out to the West 

last week, he did more than visit an old World War comrade in 
Texas—he showed himself to an influential section of the country 

at an opportune time, Prosperity may be in the ditch, but 1940 is just 


around the corner. 


He talked national affairs and depression problems in speeches and 
press interviews in the home State of the Vice-President, in Oklahoma 
and in St. Louis. His audiences extended beyond state lines and city 


limits. 


Politics being what it is and La- | 


Guardia ranking as a leading pro- 
gressive, or liberal, the Post-Dis- 
patch asked him for a considered 
statement of his views on the eco- 
nomic problems of the nation. In 
a long talk with this reporter, rid- 
ing with him from St. Louis to In- 
dianapolis as he went back to the 
worries of the New York City Hall, 
he stated basic principles of his 
political philosophy and described 
in some detail measures he thought 
should be undertaken for the coun- 
try’s welfare. 


Two Fundamental Points. 


Taking notice of what many 
others have said, that purchasing 
power of the masses will have to 
be increased, he stated these two 
fundamental conceptions: 

First, that the existing eco- 
nomic system, which is capital- 
ism, can be made to produce a 
widely distributed prosperity for 
as long, perhaps, as 50 years; 

Second, that the country has 
become so definitely an economic 
unit that national regulation of 
many activities is necessary, in- 
cluding standards of labor, and 
if the powers of Congress in this 
direction are not now adequate 
under reasonable interpretations 
by the courts, he would favor 
amending the Constitution to 
make those powers definite, in- 
volving some surrender of states’ 
rights and some limitation of 
property rights. 

Speaking very earnestly, Mayor 
LaGuardia emphasized the gravity 
of the present economic crisis. He 
said the situation was more serious 
than when the country entered the 
World War in 1917. This was his 
deliberate opinion, possibly an un- 
der statement, he added, after med- 
itation, 

“The patient has been in the hos- 
pital for a long time now,” he said, 


“and those who are responsible for | 


its life and welfare have not yet 
got. it out of the receiving room; 
they don’t know what to do, they 
have not yet got out. of the first- 
aid stage and haven't even made a 
diagnosis.” 


What LaGuardia Looks Like. 


Although Mayor LaGuardia is 53 
years old, he looks younger. His 
hair is black and wavy, his eyes a 
deep brown, his face smooth and 
round, He is short and stocky. As 
he talked, he lounged in a Pullman 
compartment seat, puffing a small, 
polished corncob pipe, Although 
he answered questions without hes- 
itation, he spoke slowly, choosing 
his words. Sometimes he wrinkled 
his brow and worked his lips, or 
turned his flashing eyes to all cor- 
ners of the small room as he 
phrased his views. It was obvious 
that he had given much study to 
the matters discussed, 

In the lapel of his plain dark 
sack coat he wore the insignia of 
an organization of American Worjd 


War aviators, having served with. 


distinction with the flying forces 

For a parallel to present national 
danger he went back to the World 
War; then the nation was united, 


fighting am enemy far away; we 
were in no danger of invasion; we 


had good reason to believe that the 
side that we threw in with would 
win; through united effort the mil- 
itary victory was achieved. 

With the highest of ideals, Pres- 


ident Wilson, he continued, under- 


cism of the New Deal he asserted 
that the national administration 
has failed to diagnose or solve our 
economic ills. 

“I don’t believe in name calling,” 
he said. “It is a real lack of knows 
ing what to do; there is nothing 
vicious about it. It is just bewil 
derment.” f 

After a moment of deep thought, 
and with more than the usual de 
liberateness, he continued: “Democ- 
racy needs some of the spirit and 
philosophy of the Japanese. I mean 
the willingness to do hara-kiri.” 

“Do you mean that literally or 
figuratively?” he was asked, 
“Both,” smiling; and then: “I mean 
especially the willingness to sacri- 
fice self when one has failed; to 
step out and let some one who 
knows how take over the job.” 

“There ought to be more personal 
responsibility in our government,” 
he said, “I have a way of blaming 
politics for everything, but in our 
party system we have no party re- 
sponsibility, and no personal re 
sponsibility.” 

Passing the Buck. 

He thought democracy was bet- 
ter served by the English system 
where personal responsibility dic- 
tates that a governing ministry that 
has lost the confidence of the peo- 
ple shall eliminate itself. 

It was so convenient here, he 
added, to find a symbol, a party 
label, on which to shift the respon- 
sibility for failure. 

“When conditions are good and 
we are on the upgrade,” he said, 
“mistakes made in the name of the 
party in power do not hurt very 
much and there is no need to single 
out individuals for personal respon- 
sibility. Blunders of success are 
hardly noticed then, but we get no 
comfort out of them when we are 
on the down grade as we are now.” 

A requirement of recovery under 
the existing system, he continued, 
is an expanding economy, “not a 
curtailed economy, which is arti- 
ficial.” 

More producticn of needed com- 
modities, not less production, should 
be the goal, he said, so that living 
standards might be raised; it was 
absurd to say there was over-pro- 
duction so long as people were liv- 
ing in actual hunger and destitu- 
tion, and when the normal wants of 
the great majority were so far 
short of being aupplied at prices the 
people can pay. 


Rejects A A A Idea. 

He flatly rejected the restricted 
farm production policies of the 
Government's A A A. 

“The farmers don’t want to he 
paid for what they do not pro- 
duce,” he declared, “but they do 
want to be adequately paid for that 
which they do produce.” 

Here, in answer to the direct 
question: How can mass purchas- 
ing power be increased? he 
sketched his ideas, obviously the re- 
sult of much thought because of 
the readiness with which he gave 
them. | : 

First, establish “uniform ilabor 
standards throughout the country." 
This means short nours (just what 
he did not say), no overtime, aboli- 
tion of child labor, limitations on 
employment of women in industry, 
adequate safety and health stand- 
ards, an age retirement plan that 
would keep pensioners from taking 
fobs that should be filled by per- 
sons dependent on wages.

More or less suspicion is aroused when a 
furor describes himself as so fair-minded 
that he can lay aside an admitted bias and 
bring in a fair verdict. In some instances, 
he has been suspected of attempting to get 
on the jury.

The United States’ consultants, 
Herschel V. Johnson, counselor of 
the London Embassy, and Capt. 
Russell Willson, naval attache, met 
once with the British following the 
formal announcement by both 
countries, dated March 31, of their 
intention to invoke the “escalator” 
clause in the London Naval Treaty 
of 1936 and build battleships big- 
ger than the 35,000 tons which the 
treaty allowed. That meeting dis- 
closed a complete disagreement. 

The British are now awaiting the 
receipt of further instructions from 
Washington to the United States 
consultants before meeting witha 
them again.

economical mining... A couple of 
years ago, David Lloyd George, 
war-time Prime Minister, included 
the nationalization of coal in a 
“New Deal” program which he pre- 
sented to the British Cabinet. 

Lord ‘Gainsford, an important col- 
liery owner, speaking on behalf 
of the coal Owners in 1934, urged 
nationalization in the following 
words: “The antiquated provisions 
in many of the royalty leases ought 
no longer to exist, as they prevent 
the working of coal underground 
to the best advantage. Possibly it 
would be better if royalties were 
nationalized, or at any rate in the 
hands of one body, by whom the 
best terms could be given so as to 
secure the best underground work- 
ing conditions and the most eco- 
nomical production.” 

These and numerous other opin- 
ions from non-Labor authorities in 
favor of the nationalization of coal 
finally made the Conservative Gov- 
ernment take action. The political 
pressure of Labor was also a con- 
siderable factor in its decision. And 
finally, the Conservatives followed 
their usual philosophy of saying “it 
isn’t Socialism if we do it.” 

How Amalgamation May Come. 

The coal bill contains two further 
sections, in addition to that nation- 
alizing coal.

(Harper G Bros., New York.) 


ACHEL IBSELL reached her 

sixtieth year with little but bit- 

terness and disappointment in 
her heart. Of all her sons, the fruit 
of three marriages, only Jahn 
seemed worthy of her love or even 
her respect. James was a snivelil- 
ing hypocrite who beat his puny 
wife; Henric was heartless and cal- 
culating; Zach a weakling haunted 
by his own inadequacies and super- 
gtitions. Rachel's love for Jahn 
was strong, but it was also jealous 
and possessive. Jahn had fore- 
gworn an education in order to 
manage the farm for his mother, 
while the other boys insisted upon 
every advantage their mother could 
afford.

N writing his latest book, Paul de 
Kruif apparently had two distinct 
purposes: first, to tell the: excit- 
ing story of the very latest medical 
discoveries in what he calls “the 
golden age of death-fighting  sci- 
ence;” and second, to exhort the 
people of America to take upon 
themselves the task of putting these 
discoveries at the disposal of rich 
and poor alike.

As a reporter of science for the 
layman, Dr. de Kruif has always 
had something intensely interesting 
and valuable to say. This time he 
tells in his dramatic way of the 
progress made in recent years in 
obstetrics, progress which, if prop- 
erly used, he says, could cut to a 
negligible figure the national ma- 
ternal death rate, which now stands 
at six out of every thousand. He 
has here the story of the’ painstak- 
ing, and often heartbreaking, re- 
search in infantile paralysis, which 
has lead finally to the discovery 
that the nerves of smell are appar- 
ently the only means of entrance 
into the human body for this dread 
disease, and to the hope—for it is 
still too early to call it a certainty— 
that immunization may be possible 
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of “Microbe Hunters” 


by “varnishing” these nerves .with 
a solution of zinc sulphate. He tells 
of the fight that has been 

in Detroit t tuberculosis, of 
the new treatment of syphilis by 
machine-made fever, and of the dis- 
covery of sulfanilimide and the 
promise it holds for the cure of 
diseases formerly almost certainly 
fatal. De Kruif has performed a

T’S a song of woe the author of 

this book sings. Our country, he 

believes, is unprepared to defend 
itself and its rights against foreign 
encroachment. The army is too 
small, its personnel, from privates 
to commanding officers, is inade- 
quately trained; the military bud- 
get is insufficient for its needs. 


This sad state of affairs is not 
new in our history, says Edmonds, 
a Brigadier-General of the Nation- 
al Guard. “Something like it has 
been so every time since 1775! 
And always it has meant lost train- 
ing time, lessened efficiency in the 
field, sickness, and death.” Our 
military history is one of “shame- 
ful, and often scandalous, avoidable 
defeats, and victory finally attained 
by happy alliances or brute force, 
the longest purse and usually can- 
nily selected enemies.” The same 
mistakes were repeated in the Rev- 
olutionary War, Civil War, Spanish- 


American War, the World War; and 


they are being repeated today, the 
author laments. A mere $978,599,- 
340 for national defense was ap- 
proved by Congress for 1938, he 
points out. More is spent each year 
for the care of the insane and crim- 
inals! And many billions more are 
being spent on relief for the unem- 
ployed. “In one American city, one 
agency of the Federal Government 
has disbursed through the depres- 
sion and until the autumn of ’37, 
nearly $2,000,000 on elaborate ‘bet- 
terments’—everything from new 
structures to landscaping,” while 
the National Guardsmen had to be 
content with insufficient horses. 


The author makes it appear a 
sad indictment of civilization, in- 
deed, that a government spends more 
for the care of its helpless and hun- 
gry, for constructive enterprise and 
beautification, than for munitions 
and battleships that shine in the 
Pacific sun. We must certainly 
agree with him that for the promo- 
tion of American imperialist aims 
a large fighting force is requisite.

‘Level in Nearly Four Years 


Weighted Index of 35 Important Wholesale 
Staples at 66.86 Per Cent Compared 
With 92.91 Year Ago.

NEW YORK, April 30.—Commod- 
ities tumbled into new low ground 
once more this week, dropping to 
the lowest level in almost four 
years, 

Measured by the Associated Press 
weighted index of 35 important 
wholesale staples, commodities 
slumped to 66.86 per cent of the 
1926 average from 67.76 last week 
and compared with 92.51 a year ago. 

The latest figure was 32 per cent 
under the 1937 peak of 938.14, and 
the lowest since July, 1934. 

Lack of demand continued to be 
the greatest source of weakness as 
heavy liquidation was encountered 
in only a few individual staples. 

Seven commodities declined for 
each one advancing during the 
week among the 35 staples, the for- 
mer numbering 20, the latter 3, 
with the remainder unchanged. 

Both industrial and agricultural 
items were hard hit as prices fol- 
lowed the same downward , course 
traced by stocks. Each slumped to 
a new bottom for the year or low- 
er. 


Industrial Raw Materials Off. 

Wheat was heavily sold when pri- 
vate experts boosted estimates of 
probable winter wheat harvest from 
the 726,000,000 bushels officially 
‘forecast as of April 1 to around 
750,000,000 bushels.

through their legislatures and their 
courts the laws for their particuiar 
jurisdictions and protected them 
from “Judge-made”. laws in the 
Federal Courts unless the State 
laws are specifically in conflict with 
the Federal Constitution or acts of 
Congress. 

Swift vs. Tyson Reversed. 

In technical language, the court 
reversed the often challenged doc- 
trine expressed by Justice Story in 
Swift vs. Tyson in 1842, in which 
the court held that, despite the 
thirty-fourth section of the 1789 
judiciary act which says “the laws 
of the several states ... shall be 
regarded as rules of decision in 
trials at common law,” the Federal 
Courts were not bound by the State 
laws where the interpretation and 
effect of contracts and other in- 
struments of a general nature could 
be judged by “the general principles 
and doctrines of commercial juris- 
prudence” applicable to the nation 
as a whole. : 

From this precedent the Federal 
Courts, including” the Supreme 
Court, enlarged their jurisdiction, 
even to damage suit cases, although 
the doctrine was of especial value 
to public utilities and large cor- 
porations which went into the Fed- 
eral Courts in cases of diversity of 
citizenship. It was a damage suit 


case by’ a Pennsylvania citizen 


against the Erie Railroad, a New 
York corporation, which. Justice 
Brandeis used as a vehicle to an- 
nounce the court's rejection of the 
Swift vs. Tyson doctrine. 
Circumstances of the Case. 

~Paradoxically, the usual roles 
were reversed in this case. The 
private citizen, Harry J. Tompkins, 
went inte. the Federal courts of 


New. York against the railroad be- 


cause the Pennsylvania common 
law seemingly was against him. A 
New York Federal District Court 
awarded him $30,000 damages for 
an injury suffered when struck by 
something that. looked like a dopr 
on a passing Erie freight train 
while he was walking on a com- 
monly used footpath along the Erie 
tracks. 

The award was upheld by the Sec- 
ond Circuit Court of Appeals and 
the Erie sought review by the high- 
est court, challenging the doctrine 
of Swift vs. Tyson, and alleging 
that since Tompkins had the status 
of a trespasser, the decisions of 
the Pennsylvania State Courts 
should be followed. 

“Because of the importance of the 
‘question whether -the Federal Court 
was free to disregard the alleged 
rule of the Pennsylvania common 
law, we. granted certiorari,” Justice 
Brandeis said. 

Issue Squarely Raised and Met. 

In affirming the award by the 
District Court, the Circuit Court 
of Appeals cited Swift vs. Tyson 
and asserted because the question 
was not one of local but of gen- 
eral law “the Federal Courts are 
free, in the absence of a local stat- 
ute, to exercise their independent 
judgment as to what the law is.” 

At the outset of his opinion, Jus- 
tice Brandeis plainly stated that 
“the question for decision is wheth- 
er the oft-challenged doctrine of 
Swift vs. Tyson shall now be dis- 
approved.” : 

After reviewing the language of 
Justice Story’s original precedent 
and its continuous ariticism, Jus- 
tice Brandeis held that the recent 
researches of Charles Warren, the 
historian of the Constitution and 
the Supreme Court, had established 
that the construction given it by 
the court had been erroneous. 

As an example, the opinion cited 
the recent decision of the court in 
a Kentucky taxicab case in which 
the court had approved the avoid- 
ance of the Kentucky common law 
by a taxicab company by reincor-

On the constitutional, as distin- 
guished ‘from the jurisdictional 
phase of the case, the decision de- 
clared that “except in matters gov- 
erned by the Federal Constitution 
or by acts of Congress, the law to 
be applied in any case is the law 
of the state.” 


“Whether the law of the State 
shall be declared by its Legislature 
in a statute or by its highest court 
in a decision is not a matter of 
Federal concern. There is no Fed- 
eral general common law. Congress 
has no power to declare ‘substan- 
tive rules of common law applicable 
to a State whether they~be local 
in their nature or ‘general,’ be they 
commercial law or part of the law 
of torts. And no clause in the Con- 
stitution purports to confer such 
a power upon the Federal courts.” 

“Judge-Made” Law Condemned. 

At this point, the decision quoted 
with approval the dissent in a Bal- 
timore & Ohio case of 1895, in 
which Justice Field declared the 
majority had ignored the Ohio com- 
mon law of fellow servant liability. 
This quotation, which condemns 
“judge-made” laws in no uncertain 
terms follows: 

“I am aware that what has been 
termed the general law of the coun- 
try—which is often little less than 
what the judge advancing the doc- 
trine thinks at the time should be 
the general law on a particular sub- 
ject—has been often advanced in 
judicial opinions of this court to 
control a conflicting law of a state. 

“I. admit that learned judges 
have fallen into the habit of re- 
peating this doctrine as a conve- 
nient mode of brushing aside the 
law of a state in conflict with their 
views. And I confess that, moved 


But, notwith- 
standing the names which 
may be cited in favor of the doc- 
trine, and n the fre- 
quenty with which the doctrine has 
been reiterated, there stands, as a 
perpetual protest against its repeti- 
tion, the Constitution of the United 
States, which recognizes and pre- 
serves the autonomy and independ- 
ence of the states—independence in 
their legislative and independence 
in their judicial departments. 

“In No Case Permissible,” 

“Supervision , over either the 
legislativé of the judicial action of 
the States is in no case permis- 
sible except as to matters by the 
Constitution specifically author- 
ized or delegated to the United 
States. -Any interference with eith- 
er, except as thus permitted, is an 
invasion of the authority of the 
State and, to that extent, a denial 
of independence.” 7

NEARLY 10 PCT. OF CHILDREN 
TESTED HAVE EYE DEFECTS 


Report on 1937 Activities. Given by 
Executive Secretary of St. Louis 
Society for Blind. 

Nearly 10 per ‘cent of 6500 chil- 
dren in 44 day nurseries and coun- 
ty and- parochial schools who re- 
ceived eye tests in 1937 were found 
to have defective vision, Miss Emily 
M. Spencer, executive secretary of 
the St. Louis Society for the Blind, 
says in a preliminary.report of the 
society’s activities. 

The establishment of at least two 

sight-saving classes in 
county schools is urged in the re- 
port. Miss Spencer declares that 
in one county school, with an en- 
rollment of 284, the society found 
22 pupils with uncorrected eye de- 
fects and 26 others, wearing 
glasses, who were in serious need 
of further examination. 

In the absence of a broad com- 
munity program of eye examination 
in schools, Miss Spencer says, the 
society .is conducting tests in 110 
schools in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County. Staff members last year 
made more than 2000 home visits, 
furnished glasses free of charge to 
700 persons and paid for the nurs- 
ing care of many indigents suffer- 
ing from infectious eye diseases.

The Leaders’ Plan. 


The rulers of the Third Reich 
have indeed been pursuing on, for- 
midable plan all through, and have 
directed the material and spiritual 
efforts of the whole nation to its 
execution. Yet theirs is not an eco- 
nomic but a political plan aiming 
at the hegemony of the Greater 
German Empite over Central Eu- 
rope and the Near East. All na- 
tional activities, the religious no 
less than the economic, are subor- 
dinated to this purpose, and au- 
tonomy cannot be conceded to any 
sphere of life. If the doctrines. of 
the Manchester school had served 
this ultimate purpose. better than 
planning, the Nazi leaders . would 
have applied them with -equal 
thoroughness. 

For the German business man it 
pmay be rather tragic that his pres- 
ent rulers decided in favor of regi- 
mentation and state control, but one 
must not overlook the fact that a 
good many of the steps in this di- 
rection were fully approved by in- 
dustry and trade. For example, 
they acclaimed the enormous  ex- 
penditures for public works and re- 
armaments because it revived busi- 
ness. But, as a necessary result, 
de d for imports increased, and 
to such an extent that foreign ex- 
change control had to be trans- 
formed into a complete regimenta- 
tion of foreign trade, and in the 
end raw materials had to be ra- 
tioned. Or, to take an other in- 
stance, big. busines’ liked the Gov- 
ernment’s -wage policy, which 
aimed at stabiliziing labor income 
scarcely above the depression level.

Neither mentally nor physically 

has Henry Ford any of the slowness 


of age. When you sit down with; 


him, within five minutes you have 
forgotten completely that you are 
talking with a man almost exactly 


able, as reachable mentally, as open- 

minded and modern, as any of your 

own friends of your own age. 
Why He’s a Republican. 

“I’m a Republican,” Ford told this 
reporter, chuckling, “for the same 
reason I have two ears, a nose, a 
mouth and two eyes, and the name 
‘Ford.’ My father had ‘em—that 
was my father’s name, and my fa- 
ther was a Republican—so I'm a Re- 
publican. Just born one. It’s al- 
ways been that way.” 

Politics? Ford suddenly became 
serious—very serious. Ford can 
change from the merriebt light- 
heartedness to the deadliest earn- 
estness in the twinkling of an eye. 
You have to be on your ‘toes, men- 
tally, every second you are talk- 
ing to him. 

“We've got to take a greater in- 
terest in politics,” he declaréd 
now, slowly. “The politicians are 
on their way out. The people of 
this country are beginning to real- 
ize they'd better run their own 
Government. 

“You see, what we've done, we've 
sort of drifted into the habit. of 
letting politicians run our politics. 
There’s a big difference between 
politics and politicians, Politics is 
something that should interest ev- 
ery one of us. It’s—it’s us—the 
way we live, the way we live to- 
day, the way we're going to live. to- 
morrow. It’s the laws we live by, 
the way we're going to run our 
businesses and our schools, the 
taxes we’re going to pay, tne things 
we're going to do and the things 
we're going to let each other get 
out of life.

“This business they’ve made for 
themselves of running our business 
has gotten to be too much for 
them. 

“We've got to begin to take a 
more active interest ourselves. 
We've got to begin to step in and 
say, ‘look here, thig 4g what we 
want to do—this is the way we want 
things done.’ 

“Mind you, I’m not criticizing— 
anyone or anything. What happens 
—whatever has happened—is for 
the best. It all adds to our experi- 
ence, Perhaps — undoubtedly—we 
needed this experience, ‘What are 
we here for”?

member, I asked you that. We're

Grinning like a small boy pulling 
a rabbit out of a hat, he said:

“When I was a boy, I carried a 
little block of metal, and a file, in 
my pocket. When I had spare time 
I spent it working on that block,

Nothing is useless— 
nothing that keeps the mind and 
eye and hands busy producing

they have the evidence to prove it. 
Four radio astations—in Des Moines, 
Newark, Cincinnati and Detroit—are trans- 
mitting small test newspapers directly into 
private homes in time for reading at the 
breakfast table. And besides these four, sev- 
eral other commercial broadcasters have 
been licensed by the Federal Communica- 


| tions Commission to experiment with fac- 


simile. One of them is KSD in-St. Louis. Be- 
sides the commercial stations, seven short 
wave " broadcasters, including WSXPD of the 


| Post-Dispatch, are licensed to experiment in 


the new field. 

Thus after more than 15 years of labora- 
tory study, facsimile has become a reality. 
Newspapers with pictures are being printed 
in homes by radio impulses. Later the radio 


papers may be produced in hotels, clubs and 


restaurants. Whether they will ever replace 
the regular newspaper is open to question 
—something for the future to decide. 

Briefly put, facsimile works like this: 
Light and shadow on a printed page in the 
broadcasting station are converted into elec- 
‘trical impulses through the use of a photo- 
electric scanning device, popularly known 
as the electric eye. These impulses are am- 


' plified and modulated and then at the re- 


ceiving etd in the home or office are trans- 
lated back to print and white space. 
Receiving sets are smaller than most 
home radios, but much more expensive to- 
day than the average radio. The RCA 
Manufacturing Company at Camden, New 
lemey, produces a receiving set for $250. 
Finch Telecommunications Laboratories, In- 


corporated, of New York has one for $125. 


isthe difference in ptice is due to the fact 
hat the Finch device is merely an ‘attach- 
ment jor a radio, whereas the RCA machine 
hos a radio in it.

sets, however, the owner can make no ad- 
justments. In fact, there are no control 
knobs on the outside, a precaution to pre- 
vent inexperienced persons from spoiling the 
reproduction quality by changing the adjust- 
ments. A clock starts the receiver operating 
when the radio station begins transmitting 
and turns it off when the broadcast ends. 

In detail, RCA transmission works like 
this: 

News is typed or printed on a small page. 


Pictures are pasted on. Actual photographs 3 


are used, instead of engravings, because it 
has been found they reproduce better. With 
the pictures in place, the page is mounted 
on a cylinder, which turns at a rate of 75 
revolutions a minute. 

As the cylinder revolves, @ ancil beam of 
light and an electric eye move across the 
page. The beam of light falling on the page 
reflects back to the electric eye whatever it 
strikes on the page. As the copy varies 
from black to white, the amount of reflected 


light striking the electric eye varies accord- . 


ingly. 

These variations in light intensity are 
tramsformed by the electric eye, or photo 
electric cell, into a varying electric current. 
That current goes into the radio tranamitter 


and is amplified several times. From the 


transmitter, radio signals go out, varying in 
intensity according to"the light and dark im- 
pressions coming in from the printed page. 
The radio signals are picked up by the 
antenna of the receiving set in the private 
home. Inside the receiver, continuously- 


feeding rolls of carbon paper and white pa- 


per are being led past a metal cylinder, on 
which @ single spiral ridge projects slight- 
ly above the surface. 

The fluctuations in intensity of the incom- 
ig signals control the movement of a metal 


which preases the paper and carbon to 
against the spiral ridge to make 
corresponding to the lights and 
of the original page in the radio sta- 
Since the receiver and transmitter are 


synchronized, an exact reproduction results. 


The Finch device works somewhat differ- 


der, needle-like stylus which is held in con- 
tact with electro-sensitive paper. The stylus 
is mounted on the end of a recording arm 
which moves from side to side, across the . 
paper in exact step with the corresponding 
scanning arm in the transmitting unit at the 
broadcasting station. A duplicate of the 
printed page is thus built up, line by line. 
The Finch receiver. uses white or orange 
paper, 

Facsimile is one of 13 inventions which 
appear destined for widespread use with so- 
cial consequences that may prove revolu- 
tionary, the National Resources Committee, 
CE hy Tee eee, eeees te @ 
recent report. 

Ruth Brindze, writing in the Nation, thinks 
facsimile is potentially the most socially-sig- 
nificant invention since the development of 
the printing press. “Will the constitutional 
guaranty of a free press be destroyed when 
facsimile newspapers are published by li- 
censees of the Government?” she asked. 
Finch, the manufacturer, describes fac- 
simile as “radio's dramatic forward step, 
with enormous potentialities. It is the first 
practicable process by which radio leaves 
a permanent visual record of what it has to 
say. The owner of the recorder may read 
the daily broadcasts at his leisure or pre- 
serve items for future reference.” :

brought to trial for their lives. 

That the defendants in this trial, which 
was to be the first in that remarkable series 
which has had such continuous fascination 
for the rest of the world, had any connec- 
tion with the slaying of Kirov, was not im- 
mediately revealed. The connection became 
apparent, however, as the trials began to 
unfold, and long before the latest of the 
series had been brought to a period by the 
customary firing squad, the existence of a 


~ ¢gomplicated and far-reaching conspiracy had 


been postulated by the Soviet Government 
and admitted in detail by those accused. 
The prosecution, in other words, charged 
that the “Anti-Soviet Bloc of Trotskyites and 
Rights” had been organized for the purpose 
of destroying the Communist State in Rus- 
sic by sabotage and by terror. The de- 
nominated conspirators confirmed the charge. 

The political implications of the trials are 
manifest in their importance no matter how 
one chooses to interpret the evidence of- 
fered by the confessions. But even if the 
political future of Russia and of Europe 
were unaffected by their disclosures the 
tials would still have had an immeasur- 
able significance as human drama—drama 
with consistently sustained plot interest, with 
deft and striking characterization, with at- 
mosphere; with every element that an imag- 
inctive playwright might contrive. 

In fact a whole series of dramas could 
easily beiworked from those untrammeled 
Destoyevekian confessions. But the most

He 
foresaw an overturn and in the succeeding 
situation expected to attain to the supreme 
power in whatever state was left or was 
organized. fhis was his main objective 
though his conspiratorial friends credited 
him with at least as much interest in the 
ideas of the counter-revolution as they them- 
selves had. But in conversations with his

Yagoda made a number of revealing re- 
marks. He was fascinated by Hitler and 
spoke of him often. He even clipped his 
mustache in such a way as to suggest a 
resemblance to the German Fiihrer. And in 
speaking of Bukharin’s place in the new or- 
der it was evident that he pictured Bukharin 
as Goebbels to his Hitler—and Goebbels, he

HIS incipient Hitler was, of course, not 

frightened of murder essential to his 

purposes. On the contrary he 
showed a distinct capacity for indirect, ling- 
ering but traceless methods. And in the 
course of hie preaccupation with the subject 
he developed quite a flair for poison. 
His first victim was Menzhinsky, his im- 
mediate superior in the OGPU. His motive 
there was obvious. With Menzhinsky out 
of the way Yagoda would be head of the 
Secret Police, which would give him almost 
complete freedom in working against the 
power of the Soviet” and protecting the 
secret operations of his fellow conspirators. 
It is significant that Yagoda denied being 
influenced by personal or careerist motives 
in thus niaking himself the head of the 
OGPU—significant because nobody had ac- 
cused him of it. But the strategic position oc- 
cupied by the head of the Secret Police— 
before, during and after an overthrow— 
must have been fairly plain to Yagoda.

Rep- 
resentatives of the Moscow Government 
were waiting to quiz Borisov when the fatal 
and suspicious accident occurred. 

But whatever the nature and degree of 
Stalin’s suspicions and whatever Yeshov's 
state of mind, Yagoda was on a spot and 
he knew it. His discomfort was communi- 
cated from time to time to his Secretary 
Bulanov who lived long enough to repeat 
it all to the Military “Court. 

In spite of this justified apprehension Ya- 
goda never turned aside @ moment from any 
of his objectives. No doubt he felt that he 
was already in so deep that further crimes 
would make no difference. The two other 
murders which were ‘in’ process” were 
therefore carried through as planned. 
Kuibyshev died in 1935 and Gorky in 1936. 

Shortly after Gorky's death Yagoda was 
removed as head of the Secret Police and 
Yezhov took his place. Yagoda's immediate 
reaction to this move was to make a direct 
attempt on Yeshov’s life. And despite his 
need for haste the method employed was 
still thoroughly in character. He called in 
Bulanov and ordered him to soak the car- 
pets, rugs and draperies of the office to be 
occupied by Yeszhov with a solution of mer- 
cury dissolved in acid. It was a poison con- 
cocted by Yagoda himself out of an exten- 
sive knowledge of the subject he had lately 
acquired. Later he gave Bulanov two am- 
pules of another poison: with orders that 
they be sprinkled at the same time with the 
mercury solution. | 

Bulanov followed instructions to the letter. 
He sprayed the office with a squirt gun 
some six or seven times while a helper, an 
unfortunate dupe named Savolainen, sprin- 
kied the ampules of the unnamed poison. 
.It appears that Yezhov was made ill, but 
that the Kremlin was by this time too fully 
on the alert to trust any diagnosis but its 
own. And its own physicians—not any in 
Yagoda'’s growing and unwholesome crew-- 
insisted the case was no ordinary illness, 
but mercury poisoning. 

Here was a mystery, for Yesllov's food 
and drink, well guarded, showed nothing on 
analysis, and he had been taking no treat- 
ment in which poison might have been ad- 
minstered by the Terror’s medical staff. 
Search of his living quarters was likewise 
unrevealing. But the Kremlin experts’ scru- 
tiny of his office disclosed the poison liter- 
ally everywhere—and Yagoda’s doom was 
sealed. For who else would seek Yeszhov's 
death—who but his old superior with the 
former lieutenant hot on his trail? 

Having decided in his own mind that Ya- 
goda was guilty, what more natural than 
that Yezhov should pick up Yagoda's sec- 
retary, Bulanov, for questioning? From 
Bulanov flowed all the information about the 
others. If Bulanov had happened to be one 
who could stand up under questioning there 
were plenty of other starting places: Ya- 
goda’s doom was certain in any case. But 
for that matter it was certain, as he after- 
ward stated himself, from the moment Yez- 
hov was appointed to the OGPU. 

Yagoda was executed on March 17. Sev- 
enteen other conspirators, including the two 
doctors, Levin and Kazsakov, died with him.

NEW YORK. 

HOTOGRAPHY as an art and hobby has 

been with us a long time but not until a week 

ago did it have its First International Photo- 

graphic Exposition. It was the first time that 

every branch of photography was repre- 

sented at one place—significant prints, latest 
equipment and supplies, lectures and a wide variety of 
demenstration. 

Some 10,000 snapshots were submitted by hopeful ama- 
teurs and professiénals in the various contests and these 
were cut down to 3000 by the jury on exhibition. The final 
display at Grand Central Palace was divided into news pic- 
tures, pictorial views, portraits, industrial and acientific 
photos. 

Many exhibits showed the means and technique by which 
photographs were obtained. Thus, aerial photographs were 
supplemented by wmulti-lens aerial cameras, and special 
equipment for photographing bacteria and the like were on 
exhibition along with the pictures they made possible. 

Selections from the best work of 400 camera clubs in the 
United States and Canada, a loan exhibit of 60 framed prints 
collected by the Oval Table Society, outstanding work in 
news, theatrical and industrial fields, 50 prints by leading Eu- 
ropean color photographers and giganti¢ prints from aerial 
negatives were on display. 

The historical division included daguerreotypes of the 
Mexican War of 1847, probably the first pictures to be made 
Oh the field of battle, and the famous Civil War pictures 
ttken~by Matthew Brady. The first known daguerreotype 
of a human face was shown along with old daguerreotype 
équipment which is still in working order. 

The exposition sponsors included the Photographic Society 
of America, Pictorial Photographers of America, Society 
of Photographic Mlustrators and half a dozen other groups.
